SUBJECT 

The Consolidated Fire Protection District of Los Angeles County (District) request approval of 
the proposed ordinance amending the County Fire Code (Title 32) which adopts by 
reference, with certain changes and amendments, the 2010 California Fire Code, and 
adopting Title 32 as the Fire Code for the District. The ordinance also adopts certain more 
stringent building standards and makes the required findings that these are necessary due to 
local climatic, geological, and/or topographical conditions in the County.

THE CONSOLIDATED FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT AND AS THE BOARD OF

State law allows County and District to adopt more restrictive building standards that are 
because local climatic. geological, or topographical conditions. All 

the amendments that constitute more restrictive building standards that are reasonably 
necessary because of local climatic, geological, or topographical conditions in the County of 
Los Angeles. Pursuant to state law, express findings for each amendment based upon 
climatic. geological. or topographical conditions are included in a table at end of the 
ordinance listing sections in ordinance that are more building 
standards and makes the required findings that are The ordinance also contains 
various administrative changes that do not require any local findings. 

Per California Health and Safety Code, Section 13869.7, a copy of the proposed ordinance 
was sent to all the cities served by the District 30 days before the notice of public 
was published public comments. California and Safety Code, Section 
13869.7, cities in District may ratify, modify, or deny a fire protection district's adoption 
of more restrictive building standards. District amendments that are more restrictive building 
standards must be ratified by the city in order for those amendments to be enforceable within 
the city's jurisdiction. Following approval by your Board, the District will work with each of 

it serves to adopt and implement the new District Code. 
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Other departments will required to comply with the provisions of the ordinance once it is 
operative. The revisions to the Code contain considerable changes to fire and life safety 
provisions and building standards which could affect local enforcement requirements of local 
municipalities. informational letter, summary of primary and a of the 
proposed ordinance, including the findings related the more restrictive building standards 
being adopted, was sent to all of the cities served by the Consolidated Protection District 
of Los Angeles County on October 8, 2010 for their review and comment.

California Government Code section 50022.3 requires public notice be published in 
accordance with Section 6066. Section 6066 requires publication of notice once a week 
for two successive weeks. Two publications in a newspaper published once a week or 
oftener, with at least five days intervening between the respective publication dates not 
counting such publication dates, are sufficient. The period of notice commences upon 
the first day of publication and terminates at the end of the fourteenth day, including 
therein the first day.
